I know many instances where 
forests with choice 
white 
oak 
timber, some of the trees being; 
over lour feet in diameter, ha\ e 
fallen before the ax 
and 
been j 
converted into lumber. 
Then followed the work of ru t­ 
ting the timber into cordwood oi 
else cutting the large branches oil 
and piling them up to be disposed 
of bv fire on the spot. 
Later came the plow, and iii 
some instances 
it 
was several j 
years before much more than hall 
of the soil could be brought into 
production due to the long. hard 
toots of the trees reaching into j 
all directions and making plowing 
almost impossible. 
Now there is real 
need 
for 
much of the fine timber that was 
cut down and burned where it 
fell du ring the early days, when 
’he work of clearing away the 
forests to m ake room for the plow. J 
was done wihout thought of saving 
the huge trees that grew in such 
abundance over the entire area. 
Most of you never stop to think 
that when Fayette County was 1 
first taken away from the Indians 
and the early settlers cleared little 
facts and built their substantial 
log huts in the woods, that vir­ 
tually the entire country was cov ­ 
ered with a heavy growth of tim- j 
her. 
In those days coal as a fuel was : 
unheard of in Fayette 
County 
homes, and large open fire places 
furnished a place to cook as well 
as the only heat for the average 
home. and wood, of course, was 
the only fuel. 


I am wondering it that myster­ 
ious 
light 
swinging in the sky 
from a balloon one night recently.

On these small batteries are the* 
words "Signal Corps, U. S. Army. 
Battery BA-50”. 
It is possible that many of these 
balloons released at night, may be J 
used to determine air currents in j 
the stratosphere and they ascend 
until the pressure is so light out­ 
side that the balloons burst and 
the remnants descend. 
The framework is of very light 
wood, securely wrapped with a 
tinfoil that gives it considerable 
strength without much weight. 
WicofT found the remnants of 
the balloon in the barnlot at his 
home, and lett it at the Record- 
Herald office. 
I presume it will remain here 
until destroyed because once be­ 
fore I expended money on a long 
distance call to the Signal Corps 
headquarters at Fairfield and upon 
request sent the instruments of 
that particular balloon by regis­ 
tered mail but never heard from 
the officers in charge; so I de­ 
cided they don’t want the weather 
instruments very badly.

fought out that principle in our early his­ 
tory . So Mr. Bowle* and his aids had bet­ 
ter watch their step nex t time, and see to 
it that future promises are faithfully and 
rigidly kept.”

The?e people hav e left life be­ 
hind them when they were pretty 
young, in the middle of their in­ 
completed education. It would in­ 
crease the tragedy of this war

billion times if we brought back 
men and women and sent them into 
life with their basic education only 


treatment. If the man is confined 
to bed but is physically sound in 
most ways, as would be the case 
w-ith one in a cast or treated for a 
leg or arm wound, bed exercises 
are begun as soon as possible, de­ 
signed to keep him in good muscu­ 
lar tone. 


As the m a n ’s strength increases, 
and he gets out of bed, these exer­ 
cises are increased gradually in 
frequency and amount, and sup­ 
plemented whenev er possible by 
games and sports. Of course, the 
use of massage and passiv e exer­ 
cises are begun at the earliest pos- 
uble moment. 


Recreation Phase 
At the same time recreation, de­ 
ig n e d to keep the mind from 
brooding on homesickness and how 
long the w ar is going to last, is 
intensiv ely stressed. It is unnec­ 
essary to dwell on this v ery much 
for the magazines are full*of pic­ 
tures of camp shows and ping pong 
games, etc., wherev er American 
forces are stationed. But the v alue 
of them cannot be ov eremphasized. 
I ra the r wish some organization 
would start them for the civ ilian 
population. 
But the v alue of these is, to my 
mind, really less im portant than 


Occupational reconditioning is 
ev en more important. Most of us 
hav e to work with our hards. 
Most of us indeed » re not fitted 
for any other kind of work. And 
we cannot leav e it to haphazard 
chance to find a suitable occupa­ 
tion after the serv ice man has been 
returned 
to 
civ il 
surroundings 
after all that period of his life 
when 
he 
would 
be 
learning a 
skilled trade is ov er. 
Firing a machine gun or locat­ 
ing mines are not professions that 
are going to do him much good in 
the United States in 19 50, and 
ev en the possibilities of n av ig a­ 
tion and av iation are limited. The 
returning serv ice man must be 
ready to exercise the skills of the 
machinist and the artisan that will 
be useful in a new world. 


Reconstractioa Ahead 
So mere medical and surgical 
skill are not enough fo r our pro­ 
gram of the reconstruction and re­ 
conditioning of the men and women 
who hav e done our battling. Ev en 
with all the program s I hav e men­ 
tioned it will be a tough row they 
hav e to hoe and tough on those of 
us who hav e stayed at home too. 
We must face it in the traditional 
American spirit of resourcefulness 
and commonsense.
